OBITUARY 

No. 3/3/2000-Public —Shri P. R Kumaramangalam, Union Cabinet Minister for Power, passed away on ihe 
23rd August, 2000 at the All India Institute of Medical Sciences, New Delhi. The death of Shri Kumaramangalam has 
deprived the country of an able administrator and a seasoned leader. 

Born at Chennai on 12th May, 1952, Shri P. R. Kumaramangalam was the son of Shri S. Mohan 
Kumaramangalam. He received his education at Chennai. He graduated in Science and took his Law Degree from Delhi 
University. 

Shri P. R. Kumaramangalam, plunged into active politics and became Youth Congress leader. He was elected to 
the 8th Lok Sabha in 1984. He was also a Member of the 9th Lok Sabha, 10th Lok Sabha, 12th Lok Sabha and the 13th 
Lok Sabha. 

As a Minister in the Union Council of Ministers, Shri P. R. Kumaramangalam held several important portfolios. 
He was Minister of State of Parliamentary Affairs and Law, Justice & Company Affairs (1991-92), Minister of State of 
Parliamentary Affairs, Science & Technology, Electronics and Ocean Development (1992-93) and Cabinet Minister, 
Power and Parliamentary Affairs (19th March 1998 onwards). 

Shri P. R Kumaramangalam was a Trade Union leader. He was founder-President, National Students" Union of 
India (NSUI) and Member, Court University of Delhi. 

Shri P. R. Kumaramangalam was a man of many parts. He had a special interest in Electronics & Science & 
Technology. He took a keen interest in sports and was President of Tamil Nadu Karate Association and Member, Cricket 
Club. Apart from his book, The Student Movement of India, he wrote articles on the Other Side Of Gravitation and the 
Nuances Of the Directive Principles. 

Shri Kumaramangalam is survived by his wife, son and daughter. 
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
